When 
the liner is inserted into an internal cavity of a centrifuge container, the body of the 
liner conforms to the interior cavity. The liner body may be made of a material that 
is sufficiently resilient to allow a reversible deformation of the body by folding, 
twisting, collapsing, rolling, or pleating. Aloo diocloocd io a contrifugo container 
aooombly, including a container ouitablo for contrifuging and a removable linor with 
a flexible or ocmi rigid body placed into the container. — The centrifuge container 
assembly of this invention may aloo have retaining means for retaining the liner in 
a fixed position within the container. x\loo provided by the present invention is a 
method for separating ootids from ouoponoionG by contrifugation. — In this method, 
the removable conformal liner of the present invention with a flexible or ocmi rigid 
body io placed into a centrifuge container. Once inoido the container, the liner body 
conforms to the Ghapo of the interior cavity of the container. The otcp of placing the 
liner may include deforming the liner body to reduce itG dimension; and fitting the 
deformcci liner through the container opening. The method may further include a 
s tep of immobilizing the liner with retaining moano. — When contrifugation is 
completed, tho liner io removed from the container with the pelleted oolido 
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contained in tho linor. Tho pelleted oolids on tho linor may be either harvootod or 
discarded. 
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
